ARTICLES  OF  FAITH  AND  COVENANT. 

Confession  of  Faith  and  Covenant  adopted  hi/ 
the  Church  in  Killingworih,  April  2dth,  1842. 

C  O  xN  F  E  S  S  I  O  N. 


ARTICLE  L 

We  believe  that  there  is  one  only  living  «in(l  true 
God,  in  three  persons,  Father,  Son  and  Holy  Ghost, 
equal  in  power  and  ^^lory,  and  possessed  of  all  possi- 
ble perfection;  thit  in  tlie  beginning  he  made  the 
Heavens  and  the  Earth,  and  all  things  therein  ;  and 
that  he  constnntly  upholds,  preserves  and  governs 
tiie  same  in  infinite  wisdom — ordering  nnd  direct- 
ing all  the  ahairs  and  concerns  thereof  by  a  Sov- 
ereign, Wise  and  Holy  Providence. 

ARTICLE  n. 

We  believe  that  tlie  Scriptures  of  the  Old  and 
New  Testament,  are  the  word  of  God,  and  the 
only  rule  oi'  faith  and  practice. 

ARTICLE  III. 
.We  l)elieve  that  God  at  first  made  man  in  his 
own  image — consisting  in  knowledge  and  lioliness, 
and  entered  into  a  Covenant  of  life  with  him,  upon 
condition  of  perfect  obedience  ;  but  that  our  first 
parents  fell  by  eating  of  the  forbidden  fruit ;  there- 
1' 
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by  involving  themselves  and  all  their  posterity 
in  sin  and  ruin;  that  men  are  by  nature  utterly 
depraved,  destitute  of  Holiness,  enemies  to  God, 
and  justly  exposed  to  all  the  miseries  of  this 
life  and  to  the  pains  of  Hell  forever. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

We  believe  that  God  from  eternity,  for  his  own 
glory,  elected  some  of  our  fallen  race  to  everlasting 
life,  through  the  sanctification  of  the  Spirit  and 
belief  of  the  truth. 

ARTICLE  V. 

We  believe  that  God  in  mercy,  and  of  his  mere 
good  pleasure,  has  provided  a  Saviour  and  Re- 
deemer for  us,  even  his  own  Son,  who  is  one  with 
the  Father,  and  sent  him  in  our  nature  to  redeem 
and  save  sinners,  and  that  he  by  his  obedience  and 
death  atoned  for  the  sins  of  the  world,  and  pur- 
chased pardon  and  eternal  life  for  all  who  believe 
in  him. 

ARTICLE  VL 

We  believe  that  salvation  is  freely  offered  in  the 
gospel  to  all,  and  that  whosoever  will  may  accept 
the  offer,  but  that  men  being  by  nature  wholly 
enemies  to  God,  are  utterly  indisposed  to  embrace 
the  gospel  salvation,  until  their  hearts  are  renewed 
and  changed  by  the  mighty  power  and  grace  of 
God. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

We  believe  that  all  whom  the  Holy  Spirit  re- 
news, and  who  heartily  embrace  the  gospel  sal- 
vation, are  immediately  justified,  and  shall  be  more 
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and  more  sanctified,  and  efTectually  preserved  from 
apostacy,  by  the  power  of  God  unto  salvation,  but 
that  none  attain  to  sinless  perfection  in  this  Ufe. 

ARTICLE  Vlll. 

We  believe  that  the  atonement  made  by  Christ 
in  his  obedience  and  death,  received  by  faith  is  the 
only  ground  of  justification  and  salvation,  but  that 
a  conscientious  discharge  of  the  various  duties 
wliich  we  owe  to  God,  to  our  fellow  men,  and  to 
ourselves  is  enjoined  in  the  gospel,  as  indispensa- 
ble to  salvation,  and  to  furnish  evidence  to  our- 
selves and  to  the  world,  of  our  interest  in  the 
Redeemer. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

We  believe  that  Christ  has  a  Church  in  the  world, 
and  that  the  special  ordinances  of  the  gospel  are 
Baptism,  and  the  Lord's  Supper,  that  they  are  de- 
signed for  those  only  who  make  a  credible  profes- 
sion of  Faith  in  Christ,  and  unite  themselves  to  his 
visible  Church  ;  and  that  the  infant  offspring  of 
such  are  to  be  Baptized. 

ARTICLE  X. 

We  believe  that  there  will  be  a  resurrection  of 
the  dead,  both  of  the  just  and  of  the  unjust,  and 
that  all  must  stand  before  the  Judgment  Seat  of 
Christ,  to  receive  ajust  and  final  retribution  accord- 
ing to  the  deeds  done  in  the  body;  and  that  the 
wicked  shall  go  away  into  everlasting  punishment, 
but  the  righteous  into  life  eternal. 

To  these  doctrines  you  give  your  cordial  assent. 
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THE  COVENANT. 


Believing  it  to  be  your  duty  to  profess  Chi'ist 
before  men,  you  do  now  in  the  ]M'esence  of  God  and 
this  assembly,  avouch  the  Lord,  Jehovah,  Father, 
Son  and  Holy  Ghost,  to  be  your  God  :  he;u  tily  giv- 
ing yourselves  to  him,  and  desiring  to  be  his  ior- 
ever. 

And  you  do  promise  by  the  grace  of  God  assist- 
ing you,  to  walk  in  all  the  commandments  and  or- 
dinances of  the  Lord  blameless,  to  assemble  your- 
selves with  his  people  for  his  worship,  to  keep  holy 
the  Sabbath  day,  to  maintain  family  religion,  and 
secret  prayer,  and.  to  lionor  3'our  holy  profession 
by  a  lile  of  piety  to  God,  and  of  benevolence  to 
men.  And  you  do  now  join  yourself  [or  you?'- 
selves']  to  this  Church,  and  covenant  to  walk  with 
them  in  brotherly  love  and  faithfulness  ;  to  bear 
your  proportion  in  supj)orting  a  preached  gospel — to 
submit  to  its  government,  and  to  attend  to  the  du- 
ties of  discipline  according  to  the  rules  given  us  in 
the  word  of  God. 

Thus  you  covenant  and  engage, 

[Here  the  vote  of  the  Clivrch  is  to  he  taken.'] 

We  do  now  as  a  Ciujrch  aflectionately  receive 
you  to  our  fellowship  and  communion. 

We  promise  to  treat  you  with  christian  affection, 


to  watch  over  you  with  tenderness,  and  to  of- 
fer our  prayers  to  God  to  enable  you  to  fulfil  the 
covenant  which  you  now  have  made. 

The  Lord  bless  you,  and  keep  you ;  the  Lord 
make  his  face  to  shine  upon  you,  and  be  gracious  to 
you;  the  Lord  Hft  up  his  countenance  upon  you, 
and  give  you  peace. 

Now  unto  him  who  is  al)le  to  keep  you  from  fall- 
in*^,  and  present  you  faultless  before  the  presence 
of  his  glory  with  exceeding  joy,  to  the  only  wise 
God,  our  Saviour  be  glory  and  majesty  and  domin- 
ion and  power,  both  now  and  forever.  A/zieii. 
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BY-LAWS  OF  THE  CHURCH. 

First.  Candidates  for  communion  and  fellow- 
ship with  the  Church,  shall  be  propounded  two 
weeks  before  admission. 

Second.  Members  of  other  Churbhes  who  may 
reside  in  this  town,  shall  not  commune  with  this 
Church  more  than  one  year,  without  a  written  rec- . 
ommendation  from  the  Church  to  which  they  be- 
long. 

TiHRD.  When  persons  recommended  by  other 
Churches  to  occasional  connnunion,  shall  request  to 
be  receive  into  this  Church,  they  shall  give  oppor- 
tunity, if  requested,  to  the  Church  to  become  ac- 
quainted with  their  religious  sentiments  and  ex- 
perience, before  admission. 

Fourth.  This  Church  disapprove  of  any  of  its 
members  trafficking  in  intoxicating  liquoj'S,  as  a 
beverage. 

Fifth.  The  neglect  of  family  prayer  in  such 
members  of  the  Church  as  are  heads  of  families,  is 
inconsistent  with  a  christian  profession. 

Sixth.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  members  of 
the  Church,  as  have  removed  or  may  remove  out 
of  town,  to  become  united  to  the  Church  where 
they  reside,  within  one  year. 

Seventh.  Confessions  for  disciplinable  offences, 
shall  be  before  the  Church,  in  future.
